AS. OTHER ‘WORLDS SEE US. 


A Deseription for Scientific and Imagina- 
tive Folks. 


Throughout the long night.of 354 hours, 
the side of the moon toward us is lighted 
by a magnificent reflector of the sun’s 
rays. Always remaining in one fixed 
spot in the heavens, while sun aud stars 
go by in regular cycles of 293; terrestrial 
days, the earth—as the moon may see it— 
passes through the phases from first 
quarter to full and to last quarter, shin- 
n at the lunar midnight with a light 
fourteen times stronger than that of our 
full moon. 

To our satellite, gravitating around us 
at a distance of 240,000 miles, the earth 
then appears four times as broad and 
thirteen times as great in area as the 
moon appears to us. As daylight spreads 
over this part of the moon, the earth 
dwindles away to a thin crescent and 
finally disappears at the moment of new 
earth. 

Passing to its sister planets, we find tre 
earth bas lost its imposing appearance. 
To Meréury,37,000,000:miles:fromthesun, 
the earth is an external. planet, having 
thelight of a first magnitude star, and 
analogous with Jupiter as seen hy us; to 
Venus, 68,000,000 miles from the sun, our 
globe exceeds the stars in brilliancy, and 
has a perceptible diameter, withthe moon 
plainly visible near thedisk. To Mars, 
145,000,000 miles from the sun, the aspect 
of the earth is very like that exhibited to 
us by the beautiful planet Venus; but to 
the giant Jupiter, 495,000,000 from the 
sun, our world is only a feeble star, al- 
ways keeping within 12° of the sun. To 
Saturu the earth is separated from the 
sun by 6°, tc Uranus by 3°,and to Nep- 
tune by but 2 

Immersed in a luminous fascicle of so- 
lar rays,“ says M. J. Leotard, ‘‘our globe 
is entirely invisible to these planets of 
the system to which it belongs. The 
earth is unknown to those worlds, which 
are relatively near and are connected, 
like it, with the destinies of the sun; and 
the existence upon it of the intelligent 
race which believes itself to be alone in 
the universe is unsuspected. To these 
planets neighboring our own we do not 
exist f 


Seen from the nearest of the stars, the 
enormous sun that illuminates us is itself 
no more than a little point, no more than 
a minute star, wandering in the infinite 
labyrinths of the worlds.“ 


CURIOUS TOILET RECIPES. 


Some of Them Culled from the Manu- 
scripts of Ancient Egypt. 


Curious hair recipes occur on some of 
the papyri, some of which are very ab- 
surd 


One to prevent the hair from turning 
gray directs that a salve should be made 
from the blood of a black calf cooked in 
oil; in another that of a black bull is pre- 
ferred for the same object; evidently the 
color of the animal was to pass through 
the salve into the hair. 

In another place we read of the tooth of 
a donkey dipped in honey being used for 
really strengthening the hair; and the in- 
gredients for an ingenious compound are 
given for injuring the hair of a rival, 
and the counter. remedy to be used by 
those who think their hair oil has been 
tampered with by a suspicious friend. 


Cakes of some composition which ob- 


sorbed oil were always placed on the 
heads of guests at feasts, and from them 
the oil trickled down through the hair. 
A most disagreeable practice this may 


seem to us, but to them it appears to 
have given great pleasure: and with the } 


Egyptians, as with the Hebrews, oil was 
symbolical of joy and gladness. 

Rouge and other coloring substances 
* used by women of Egypt to enhance, 

they thought, their beauty; the eyes 

had often a green line underneath them; 

«the lashes and eyebrows were penciled in 

black, and, as in modern Egypt, the nails 

were always stained red with a prepara- 
tion from the henna plant. 

In our museums we can see the little. 
pots and vases formerly filled with these 
unguents and colors, and the pencils they 
used with them, as well as various sorts

“The fact that it is warm serves as an 
attraction to reptiles, who, in the fall of 
the year hie thenpiselves thither te spend 
the winter. 

Of course the chance traveler cannot 
seé them when the thermometer is below 
zero, curled. up in their hibernating con- 
dition, but as they can be seen in the fall 
or spring, going in behind the waters and 
coming out therefrom, there is no doubt 
inthe minds of white or red men as to 
their business there. 

The Indians call it the snake house,“ 
and they all avoid it as though it was the 
entrance to the infernal regions. They 
regard the water as being tainted, and it 
matters not how thirsty they may be they 
never taste it. They look upouthespring 
as a storehouse belonging to the Great 
Spirit, in which he keeps the rept iles that 
are grown for the purpose of terrifying 
and chastening his erring children. 

An aged Indign.was-laying down to me 
with cousiderable elognencea short time 
ago the theories which he and his tribe 
believed as to the snakes, and I asked him 
why, if he regarded the reptile as. being a 
dispensation fromthe Great. Spirit, they 
were not around the whole year in this 
locality attending to business. 

Does not the red man need trials and 
chastenings as much in, the winter time 
as in the summer? I asked. 

A grunt, Which meant an a tive 
answer, was forthcoming in resale 

„Then why did he net make & snake 
that would be able to stand the winter, so 
that he might be on ‘handto punish you 
then for your winter misdoings?”’ 

‘Ugh!’ said the Indian. 
two kinds snakes, Give spotted ones rest 
half year. Frost and snow winter snake 
enougi® Great Spirit leave to frost and 
snow job punishing wicked during winter 
time. They take care. 

There is something in allthis. The red 
man has but.a slim chance to enjoy him- 
self during the winter season. He has no 
furnace—warmed residence,and the tor- 
ture that he undergoes when the ther- 
mometer is down low must 
deal worse than the presence of a good 
many snakes. He regards it as such, and 
thinks he is entitled to the luxury of a 
few peccadilloes, seeing that he has to pay 
for them so dearly. 

But the nineteenth century ry Indian is of 
the opinion that he has fallen on good 
days. He sees reptiles that are small in 
size, whose duty it is tokeep himin order; 
but the reptilian punishments that his 
fathers had to undergo were, to his mind 
far more nn he has. to sub- 
mit to now. 

He takes me to the probable abode of a 
huge reptile that wormed for himself a 
house out of solid rock in this vicinity—a 
hole possessing in its windings a snake- 
like character eighty feet long, ending in 
a cul de sac about ten feet square. 

This pecnliar underground passage,into 
which an Indian took me on my hands 
and knees a short time ago, is the reputed 
abode of a monster of the shake tribe,who 
used to wander around in this region, 
intent on keeping in order the wicked 
Indians with an eternal commission from 
the Great Spirit to do what he deemed 


enecessary in the good work. 


HOUDIN’S INGENUITY. 


Domestic Amusements of the 


King of the Conjarers. 


Houdin acquired a comfortable com- 
petence by the exercise of his art; and he 
built a handsome villa at St.. Gervais, 
near Blois. 

When he had retired from business, he 
amused himself by introducing various 
curious inventions into his place and the 
ground attached to it. 

The garden gate was situated some four 
hundred yards from the house. A visitor 
had only to raise a diminutive brass 
knocker, and let it fall upon the forehead 
of a fantastic face—making but a faint 
sound—when a large bell was set in mo- 
tion inthe villa. At the same time the 
gate swung open automatically, the 
plate, bearing the name Robert Hou- 
din,“ disappeared, and another took its 
place; on which was engraved. the word, 
**Entrez.”’ 

When the postman delivered the letters 
he had brought, he was instructed to 
drop them through a slitin the gate into 
the receptacle provided for the purpose. 
The box, directly this was done, started 
of its own accord on its journey to the 
front door of the house by means of a 
miniature elevated railway. 

Houdin invented, too, an ingenious 
contrivance by which, while lying in bed, 
he could feed his horse in a stable fifty 
yards from the villa; for, on touching a 
small button, there was put in motion an 
apparatus that caused the exact portion 
of oats required for the animal’s meal to 
fall into the manger from the granary

THE report given currency some 
weeks ago of a movement of Mor- 
mons from Utah into Mexico is 
confirmed by more recent news 
from Utah If this movement 

meant a departure of the whole 
sect from the United States, there 
would be cause for rejoicing. But 
it is nothing mcre than a coloniza- 
tion scheme which will not weaken 
the parent stem. There is merely 
reason to be thankful that this 
particular overflow will go out of 
the country instead of being added 
to the growing Mormon popula- 
tion in the Territories about Utah. 
The increase of the Mormons is not 
a very comfortable thing to con- 
template, but the recent report of 
the Utah Commissioners and other 
indications go to show their true 
status with reference to American 
institutions is better understood 
than ever before. The consequence 
is, there is less danger of thvir se- 
curing the control and imn.uanities 
of a State Government.

Return of the U. S. Steamer 
Boston with Yellow Fever. 


MORE TROUBLE IN SAMOA 


Reported Failure of a New Brit- 
ish Gunboat. 


High-Wanded Proceedings. 

SAN Francisco, Nov. 24.—The 
steamer Mariposa from Sydney and 
Auckland has arrived here. A 
correspondent of the Associated 
Press at Apia, Samoa, writes as fol- 
lows under date of November 6th: 
Matters are daily growing worse 
in Samoa, instead of improving. 
The American, British and Ger- 
man Consulates are guarded by 
platoons of marines from the men- 
of-war Adams, Lizard and Adler, 
respectively. The buildings are 
all fortified by sand-bags placed on 
all sides to a height of three or four 
feet. The marines carry loaded 
muskets, aud all persons approach- 
at night are halted before they can 
enter the building. This state of 
affairs went into operation October 
24th, and was caused by the acts of 
the Germans, whose attitude to- 
wards the Americaus and English, 
as well as towards the natives, is 
becoming unendurable. A patrol 
of three armed sailors from the 


German man-of-war, Adler, travels 
the streets of Apia with loaded 
muskets and fixed bayouets every 
night. A few nights avo the pa- 
trol met two English gentlemen on 
the main street, when one German 
sailor, without provocation, struck 
Mr. Ritchie, oue of the English- 
men, a heavy blow in the. face, 
i knocking him dowu. The En lish- 
men, who were unarmed, did not 
resist the blow, but Mr. Ritchie re- 
orted the affair to the British 
onsul, Col. Costigan. Captain 
Pells, of the English man-of-wer, 
Lizard, heard of the occurrence, 
and visited the British Consul for 
the purpose of determining what 
7 should be taken in the mat- 
The affair is still under con- 
sideration. 

While the Tamassese rebel king, 
who is a tool of the Germans, was 
besieged on Mulinum Point, near 
Apia, some of his warriors entered 
the house of an American named 
Scanlon, drove him and his family 
out of their house, killed his live 
stock and threatened to take Scan- 
lon’s lite.

The timber 
used is the best of redwood, and there 
are 9,000,000 feet of it. In the course 
of the flume there are 315 trestles, the 

of which is 1,700 feet-in lengtiz 
and 85 feet high in the highest point. 
There are eight tunnels in the course 
of the flume, the longest of which is 
2,100 feet in length. The lumber used 
was from Humboldt county. This 
flume takes the water to within about 
ten miles of San Diego City, and from 
the reservoir at the lower end of the 
flume the water will be piped into the 
city.

There is only room for the girl to sit or 


bamboo platform, and her feet are never 
allowed to touch the ground all the time, 
she is confined inthe cage. Great mar- 
riage feasts are provided for these girls 
when they are taken out of the cages. ; 

On the island of New Britain wives are 
purchased with shell money, and are 
often married at a very early age. After 
the price has been decided and paid the 
girl may be taken away at once to her 
husband’s house, or she may be allowed 


able time. 

On Duke of York Island there is gener- 
ally a marriage feast.of a superior kind 
when persons of influence are being mar- 
ried. The women of the town and sur- 
rounding distriet prepare a large number 
of puddings, and many pigs are killed. 
Many presents are given :tothe bride in 
public, which she is expected afterwards 
to return privately. A cocoanut is broken 
over the heads of the pair and the milk 
is sprinkled upon them. After this there 
are periodical feasts ‘for a considerable 
time, the friends of the bride entertaining 
the friends of the bridegroom, and vice 
versa.
